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LETTER FROM SACRAMENTO.

Sack a mfnto, Oct. 11. 
Editok H kkai.d: 
Yesterday, ti lit­ 
tle utter 2 o’clock, I set foot in the cap­ 
ital for tlie lirst time, completion the 
journey in about 50 hours. 
And now, 
before I undertake to picture things 
here, let me just say a word as to the 
intermediate journey. That the 
TELEGRAPH STAUI2 LINK 
is in every respect (*quiil to the hif*h 
opinion the public lias conceived of it, 
I make no manner of question; but 
that stuiring, over the route from Los 
Angeles to (lie railroad terminus, is a 
most execrable mode of traveling, is 
c(|imlly true. The atlliction of the trav­ 
eller is u species of compound torture, 
which sets in at Slin Eernundo and in­ 
creases in rigor until you have traveled 
beyond the confines of Los Angeles 
county. 
This compound consists of, 
1st,innumerable “chuck-holes,” which 
dislocate every joint in your body at 
one jerk, and instantly replace every 
bone by another jerk, in another direc­ 
tion; 2d, insinuating dust, which in­ 
dustriously works its way into one’s 
eyes, nose, ears and mouth—at one mo­ 
ment tickling the optic nerve at the 
back part of the eve. and the next mo­ 
ment disputing the right of the atmos­ 
pheric air to the exclusive dominion of 
l lie chambers of the lungs. Duringthis 
conflict of forces, one is obliged to keep 
up tin incessant sneeze, which bids fair 
to wear out the whole machinery of 
the throat before relief can heohtained. 
Next in order is the intolerable stench 
which is everywhere present for a dis­ 
tance of some "SI miles from Sun Fer- 
nuudo. This arises from the stagnant 
water which isdistributcd all along the 
route at the bottoms of innumerable ru- 
vines. Add now, to these causes of dis­ 
comfort,the warm days and cold nights, 
sand storms, meals served at the sta­ 
tions, etc., and you will find that the 
Telegraph Stage* Line, however etH- 
cient the agents may be, or how pon­ 
derous the coaches, can offer nothing 
but hardship and a t peedy passage to 
the traveller. At the railroad termi­ 
nus, however, our trials came suddenly 
to an end. At u o'clock on Wednesday 
evening we were snugly in bed and 
flying toward 
Lathrop, where 
we 
breakfasted next morning, before tak­ 
ing the overland for Sacramento. And. 


NOW FOR. T H E CAPITA I- 
If it were not for the happier asso­ 
ciations which cluster around this 
sl>ot, coupled with the departed spirit 
of ’4t>, it would be a dreary place in­ 
deed. About the first impression a tour­ 
ist would be likely to receive of 8ae- 
rumcnto, as he whirls over its wooden 
pavement and between brick walls 
and plunk sidewalks on either side, is 
that it is a half finished tomb, within 
whose gloomy vaults rests the departed 
spirit of better days. 
Sacramento is, 
however, like some of our modern 
creeils in this, that she has her reviv­ 
als periodically, to infuse new life into 
her well-worn industries. 
Every ses­ 
sion of the Supreme Court and every 
session of the Legislaturefurnishe# the 
element of innovation, but these con- 
vocationi^are no sooner disbanded than 
thecity relapses into its former life. 
The shadow begins again to creep 
stealthily along its streets, ever and 
anon closing a door or obliterating a 
sign, until finally another voice goes 
forth from the Capitol. 
Then the 
creeping terror disappears, carrying 
with him every vestige of his sprout­ 
ing devastation. Thus it is an equally 
balanced contest between State patron­ 
age on one side and a lack of resources 
on the other. W ith this patronage 
decay isiuiposmbh., and with the lack 
of resources, advancement beyond the 
present condition, would seem equally 
impossible. 
But Sacramento has its ísiints of in­ 
terest even though its sidewalks are 
seldom thronged. 
It has its State 
Capitol, its Governor Booth, its Gov­ 
ernor Stanford, its Central 
Pacific 
Railroad depot, etc. 
I visited 
. 
THK CAPITOL 
this forenoon, and enjoyed my own 
surprise tliut I should have heard so 
little said in praise of that magnificent 
structur.. 
Its immense proportions, 
having a frontage of 320 feet; the gran­ 
ite steps 80 feet wide and twenty high, 
lending to the principal entrance; the 
great rotunda, having a diameter of 
72 feet, and the immense dome, are all 
points upon which one can look for 
hours with a growing interest. 
Whatever may be the impression 
created by (he.Stanford organs in this 
end of tile State to the contrary, the 
jtopular pulse beats to the touch of 
Governor Booth. He is their limn, 
their pet, their gpostle. 
If popular 
opinion, invboviglit and 
unaffected, 
could make him Senator, his election 
werecertain. There a re two great levers 
which sway this people, and these are 
fear and contidence, or Í Ttilgw almost 
write it fear and love. 
STANFORD 
is the power applied at the acting cud of 
one of these, and Booth at the other. It 
is unaccountable why men should fear 
him, (Stanford), yet they do. Certain 
it is that his thwarted will takes u new 
form and becomes insatiable maligni­ 
ty, and this it may be that lias so 
many terrors for so many people. His 
course toward the newspapers, which 
hud so much independence as to criti­ 
cise his career is too well-known; suf­ 
fice it to say, that I was unable to ob­ 
tain 
a copy either 
the flulletin. 
Call or Sacramento I 'tiinti on tlic train. 
The C/irotrMe, Jterord and u couple 
other pu|>ers which never had any 
principles to sell, were distributed 
through the cars as thick us vultures 
on a carcass, where they performed a 
luirt quite as loathsome, though fur 
less useful. 
Stuudford's Influence is 
felt everywhere. 
His political under­ 
snappers praise a most imlulgeut mas­ 
ter; Ids admirers are envhnts of u man 


whothey claim ownsa majority of tin* 
will of the state, and his opposers only 
struggle to overthrow his dangerous 
and corrupting power. There is hut lit­ 
tle said ot 
THK JUDICIAL KI.KCTION. 
The People’s candidate has a power­ 
ful advocate in the Union, and the 
Union pretty generally reflects the 
opinion of the majority on all public 
questions. 
This masterly inaction 
leads me to think that here an elec­ 
tion is not so much u matter of bar­ 
gain and salt* as it is “down our way,” 
but that they will vote for the best 
man if they can discover him. 
1 do 
not mean that the marketable element 
does not exist to some extent here us 
well us there, for you might as well 
try to extract the bones out of a live 
herring as to eliminate dishonesty 
from California politics; but what I 
wish to make plain is that here at the 
capital (here is too much vitality in 
tlie laws to sutler a voter to receive the 
value of his vote in dollars or cents 
(as lie estimates it) at tlie counter of a 
bank. 
All the magnates of the government 
are out of the city—some in Sun Fran­ 
cisco and others elsewhere. None of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court have 
yet arrived, hut all are expected to he 
in attendance on Monday—the first 
dav of the October term.

WI l.M i NOTON, Oct. 14th 1873. 
E d it o r 
H k k a i.d :— I send a few 
items for the information of your 
readers. The future of Wilmington 
brightens. 
In a business point of 
view she is now seeing her worst days, 
and any change at all must he for the 
better. 
Commerce must always keep 
a population here equal to the present, 
at least. 
All the imports and exports 
of the country are obliged to pass 
through this harbor, nor will a time 
arrive when this will not he the case, 
in regard to heavy freights. Tills fact 
alone must always keep in Wilming­ 
ton a considerable population. 
As the 
imputation of the country inf*reuses, 
so the commerce of this harbor must 
increase, and to the same extent Wil­ 
mington must grow. Many predict a 
large imputation in the future. The 
completion of the breakwater and the 
dredging of the bur, in the estimation 
of the engineers, will make this har­ 
bor deep enough for ordinary coast 
steamers, rendering lighters unneces- 
sarv, and cheapening the cost of freight 
ami passage. 
Only a small force of men will he 
employed on the breakwater during 
the winter, hut when spring comes 
the bar will be dredged and the entire 
work pushed on to completion. 
Wilmington has two churches, one 
f 
iublic school and two private ones. 
Ion. B. 1). Wilson has become a per­ 
manent resident of our town, and his 
value is appreciated by all our citi­ 
zens. 
The Southern Methodists arc 
indebted to his generosity for the 
handsome donation of two large build­ 
ings at Drum Barracks, and ten acres 
of land, 
for educational purposes. 
These buildings are spacious, well fin­ 
ished, and will furnish ample room 
fora large number of hoarding schol­ 
ars. It is said that Bishop Daggett 
will be here in a few days, and then a 
council will be held to devise ways 
ami means to raise an endowment for 
the new college.

RETURNS. 


A s the H kkal.ii desires to present 


the fullest possible election n ew s on 


Thursday morning, it ho|>es that its 


friends throughout the county will 


forward returns to the office to-uiirht 


both by telegraph and letter. 


Election To-day. 
W hile this article is being read, the 
polling will already be going on. Now 
the minds of most voters have been 
firmly made up; theircandidates have 
been selected; their votes decided. 
Little of the political lias entered the 
canvass; in most cases the question 
has been asked, “ Who is the best 
m an?” not “Who is the best Republi­ 
can?” or “ Who is the best Democrat?” 
Staunch Republicans, in the case of 
the Supreme Judge, will vote for Mc­ 
Kee, staunch Democrats for Dwindle, 
and staunch members of both parties 
for McKinstry. Looking at the can­ 
vass impartially, the chances for the 
election of Dwindle seem the best; 
thus it seems; although to the writer 
either of the other candidates is pre­ 
ferable. 
For District Judge, the two candi­ 
dates, Andrew' (Hassell and Y\ Sepul­ 
veda, áre both popular, and would both 
ably fill the office for which they as­ 
pire. They are men of exemplary 
liabits, pure integrity, and fine legal 
ability; owing to events which the 
canvass has developed, the chances of 
success seem to favor. Sepulveda. He 
will carry largely the .Spanish vote, 
and will not be Weak among the 
Americans. 
For County Judge, there are three 
aspirants: A. J. King, A. A. Wilson, 
and H. K. 8. O’Melveny. 
Who will 
sttcceed is beyond the power of man 
to predic.t. 
Each is surrounded by a 
warm coterie of triends, who are 
working hard for success. Many pro­ 
phecy the success of Judge King; oth­ 
ers say that as both he and Mr. O’Mel­ 
veny are Democrats, party favor will 
carry in Mr. Wilson. 
Of the seven candidates for Justice of 
the Peace but two can win; five 
must suffer defeat. Consequently the 
odds are heavily against each candi­ 
date. However this m ay lie, it seems 
inore than probable that Mr. Ayers, of 
the Express, will he one of the favor­ 
ed. Mr. Conry, another old journalist, 
is in the field, and newspaper sympa­ 
thies are all in his favor. 


The Yellow Fever and the Cholera. 


The dispatches still contain terrible 
accounts of the ravages of the yellow 
fever in the States south of Dlinois, 
bordering on the Mississippi. 
From 
Memphis, people are fleeing, and eve­ 
ry departing train is filled with those 
hastening from death. 
Their case has 
been such as to commend them to the 
sympathy of all sections of the coun­ 
try , and what relief money can give 
has been offered. In the east, cholera 
also has been raging, and the coming 
winter only 1ms stayed its progress, 
i t should be u cause of gratitude to 
the people of Los Angeles, and South­ 
. crn California, that they are spared 
this destruction; that they live in u 
region unrurscd by these pests. They 
enjoy a sunny clime, in which for 
three hundred and fifty days out of 
the year, they may be out of doors 
With comfort, and yet are free from 
malaria of any kind.

Penal Code on Elections.

following provisions of the Penal (’ode, 
in regard to using money at elections:

Furnishes entertainm ents at his 
expense to any meeting of electors 
previous to or during an election; 
2. 
Pays for, procures, or engages to 
pay for any such entertainments; 
3. 
Furnishes or enguges to pay or 
deliver any money or property for the 
purpose of procuring the attendance of 
voters at the polls, or for the purpose 
of compensating any person for pro­ 
curing attendance of voters at the jíoIIh, 
except for thr conveyance of voters 
who are sick or infirm; 
4. 
Furnishes or engages to pay or 
deliver any money or property for any 
purpose intended to promote the elec­ 
tion of any candidate, except for the 
expenses of holding and conducting 
public meetings for the pur|M>se of dis­ 
cussing public questions uud of print­ 
ing and circulating ballots, handbills, 
and other pa)iers previous to such elec­ 
tion, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
(423ti. The District Attorney is the 
public prosecutor, and must attend to 
Instituting proceedings before magis­ 
trates for the arrest of persons charged 
with or reasonably suspected of public 
offenses, when helms information that 
any such offenses have been commit­ 
ted; and for that purjiose, when not 
engaged in crim inal prosecutions in 
the District or County Court, must Mt- 
tend upon the magistrates in cases of 
arrest, when required by them, and at­ 
tend before und give advice to the 
Grand Jury, whenever cases are pre­ 
sented to them for their consideration.

family, and also hy Don David W. 
A lexander and famiiy. 
D uring his residence in New Mexico 
he n as both respected and esteemed by 
the peopRi of that country, a s well a s 
hy the traders and trappers who visited 
or sojourned in t h a t Territory. 
In 1840, during the Flores insurrec­ 
tion, and at the fight a t the Chino 
ranch, Mr. ltoM’land Mas made u pris­ 
oner, and, M’ith tlie Hon. B. D. W ilson 
and other Americans, brought into 
this city and for some tim e held in 
close custody. 
Mr. Rowland m u s em inently a home 
man. 
D uring his residence of nearly 
thirty years on his ranch, he seldom 
absented him self from his hom e and 
family, and has not, during that time, 
ever visited either Monterey or San 
Francisco.

T h e M exican V eteran*. 


The m eeting of the Veterans of the 
M exican W ar, ludd at J. D. D unlap’s 
office, October 11, 187:4, was called lo 
order M’ith W illiam Todd as President 
pro tmi., and J. D. Dunlap, Secretary. 
Mr. Ayers was culled upou by the 
president to m ake some rem arks in re­ 
gard to the prim e object of tin* veter­ 
ans. During the course of his rem arks 
ho said: 
Before the taking of the City of 
Mexico, Gen. Seott promised tin* sol­ 
diery th at if the city should be cap­ 
tured, they should have a three-days’ 
pillage of it. A fter the capture, prom­ 
inent M exicans promised to pay a spo­ 
liation of $300,000 cash, which u-as ac­ 
cepted, and that sum, together with 
the governm ent funds captured, whieh 
am ounted to a very large sum, was de­ 
posited in the United States Treasury, 
M’here it has remained ever since, hear­ 
ing interest of fi per cent, per annum . 
This deposit has iiom' reached several 
m illions. 
On exam ination, it mus 
tbuud impossible to m ake a just distri­ 
bution of this fund to the survivors 
and tlie heirs of those who perished. 
Gen. Scott, in his life-time, mus very 
anxious to have some plan adopted hy 
M’hich those engaged in that cam paign 
m ight be he benelltted. 
A fter the dose of Mr. A yers’ re­ 
marks, the Association elected the re­ 
m ainder of their ]>erinanent officers, as 
folloMs: 
Vice-Presidents — Peter Thompson, 
and W in. Todd. 
The Board of Trustees consists of ('. 
W iley, Jas. H. 
Kaston and Nelson 
W illiamson. 
M arshal of the Day 
W illiam T ur­ 
ner. 
The Com mittee on Constitution and 
By-1aims recommended th at the report 
previously 
made Ik* am ended 
and 
adopted, alter which Die m eeting ad­ 
journed until Saturday, 25th inst., at 
J l*. M., at the same place. 
All tin* Veterans appear to take great 
interest in the success of the Associa­ 
tion. 
A t the next m eeting the organ­ 
ization M ill be completed.

The Mennonites. 
Several hundred Mennonites, u reli­ 
gious sect made up chiefly of emi­ 
grants from Holland, Denmark und 
Germany, have secured a large section 
of land In Dakota Territory, where 
they propose to form u colony. The 
arrival of this little band of the fol­ 
lowers of Menno is alluded to by some 
of our contemporaries as tlu> first of 
the sect in the United 8tates. This is 
an error, as will be seen by reference 
to the history of the denomination. 
The first appearance of the Mennon- 
itefl oil this continent was at German­ 
town, Penn., in 1883, and in 1708 they 
had a school and meeting-house at 
that place. Two years later a number 
of families had settled in Pequa val­ 
ley, now of Lancaster county of the 
same State. According to " informa­ 
tion furnished by their own journals, 
there were in America in 1830 about 
128,000 Mennonites. This number was 
then something over half of those who 
professed the faith in the world. 
The Mennonites area denomination 
of the Baptists, and were first organiz­ 
ed in Holland, over two centuries ago, 
by Menno Himonis, though the theory 
that he was the original founder of the 
faith is doubted by many, who claim 
that the origin of the Dutch Baptists 
can be traced to the Waldenses, and 
that Menno only organized the con­ 
cealed fragments of congregations into 
the denomination which now bears a 
part of his name. 
Like almost all 
other religious sects, the Mennonites 
have suffered much from dissensions 
within and from persecution by the 
f 
overnments under which they lived, 
hose who have made their home in 
the United Htates have been free from 
the last-named trouble, und recent re­ 
conciliations on many schisms which 
formed bones of contention in times 
past, have tended to unite the sect. In 
doctrine and usages the Mennonites 
agree in general witli other Baptist 
churches, but they are opposed to oap- 
ital punishment, on the ground that it 
is inconsistent with the spirit of Chris­ 
tianity. They baptize by sprinkling, 
and observe the ordinance of feet- 
washiug. They are non-combatants, 
and opposed to war and every species 
of revenge, and are opposed to all kinds 
of oath-taking. They will not permit 
divorce, except for adultery, and for­ 
bid the marriage of their members to 
any except those who have been unit­ 
ed to the Church. 
As a religious sect, there is nothing 
objectiouablde about the Mennonites; 
they are good citizens, und quiet, in­ 
dustrious people. The colony about to 
be established in Dakota will be a val­ 
uable acquisition to that Territory.—

Is it 
possible that law and justice are thus 
carricatured in this land of law and 
order! ' Can it be that a man, in a fit 
of madness, can shoot down his fellow 
man In his path, like a dog, for an act 
acknowledged not justified by murder, 
and then be acquitted because such an 
act rendered him for the time frenzi- 
eal! What is law? What is justice? 
What is the use of law, if it can be 
thus prostituted and reduced to a 
mockery? ’When we see such things 
going on in this Ismstcd land wiiere 
justice is falsely represented as blind­ 
folded when hearing aloft the balance 
of Justice, we could wish tbat we were 
omnipotent for about two hours, that 
we might knock this corrupt world 
into smithereeus! Ü, Liberty, what 
crimes are committed in thy name!
